Cabbage 
and  Celery  Plants. 

We  grow  them  by  the  million. 

We  raise  our  Cauliflower  and  Cabbage  plants  every  year  on  new  ground. 

Our  plants  are  raised  from  the  best  seed,  sown  thin  in  rows  and  hoed 
like  onions. 

They  are  given  an  average  of  more  than  6 square  inches  of  space  each, 
over  the  whole  field.  Extra  stocky.  Dug  with  forks  (not  pulled),  so  that 
each  plant  has  a good  big  root  system.  Shipped  carefully  packed  iti  damp 
moss. 

We  ship  to  all  states  East  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Will  sell  plants,  if  anyone  wants  to  buy  them  that  way.  by  the  square 
foot,  figuring  an  average  of  six  square  inches  for  each  plant.

We  make  a great  specialty  of  Cauliflower  Plants,  buying  the  best  seed 
only,  sowing  every  3 or  4 days  from  early  in  April  to  jiear  the  first  of  July, 
having  a large  supply  of  fresh  plants  always  on  hand. 

We  ship  only  fresh  plants. 

We  have,  we  think,  the  largest  sale  of  Cauliflower  plants  in  the  United 
States.

COMMENTS  ON  VARIETIES 
DANISH  BALLHEAD 

We  have  tested  for  6 years,  side  by  side,  in  the  field,  for  TONS  PER 
ACRE  practically  all  the  strains  of  Danish  Railhead  and  Copenhagen  Mar- 
ket seed  grown  by  the  largest  Danish  seed  growers,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  season,  have  weighed  up  the  cabbage  from  each  strain  and  have  im- 
ported the  highest  yielding  strain  of  each. 

We  have  been  cabbage  growers,  as  well  as  plant  growers,  for  over  20 
years,  and  we  believe  we  grow  the  biggest  crops  that  have  ever  been  grown 
in  New  Jersey. 

The  strain  of  Danish  seed  that  we  have  imported  yielded  in  our  field 
year  before  last,  though  it  was  a dry  season.  21  tons  per  acre. 

'ihe  plants  were  set  2%  x3  feet,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season,  scales 
were  taken  to  the  field,  the  cabbage  of  each  strain  cut  and  weighed  in  the 
field. 

The  field  had  been  marked  out  with  a marker  making  the  rows  of  plants 
exactly  3 feet  apart,  and  the  plants  set  exactly  2%  feet  In  the  row.  so 
that  every  plant  should  have  exactly  the  same  space. 

The  fertilizer  had  been  drilled  in  broadcast,  with  a fertilizer  drill,  across 
the  rows,  so  that  each  strain  should  have  exactly  the  same  amount  of  ferti- 
lizer 

The  heads  of  the  heaviest  yielding  of  the  SI  strains  averaged  7.22  lbs. 
each. 

The  heads  were  too  heavy  for  average  market. 

The  plants  would  need  to  be  set  a little  closer.

any  but  the  best  plants  so  that  we  may  have  a full  stand 

After  we  have  set  the  plants  we  expect  to  cultivate  6 or  8 times,  hoe 
2 or  3 times  and  spray  if  necessary,  and  the  expense  is  too  great  to  use  any 
but  tne  best  plants. 


We  have  harvested  26  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  and  sold  $526.89  worth 
of  tomatoes  from  876  plants,  and  $140.42  worth  from  148  plants.  We  have 
sold  $646  worth  of  celery  from  three-fourths  of  an  acre 
Below  are  conditions  necessary  to  get  the  largest  yield; 

1.  Use  a good  strong  soil. 

2.  Plow  down  a good  heavy  sod  and  cross  plow,  or  use  plenty  of  stable 
manure  or  both. 


*•  Use  plenty  of  highgrade  fertilizer  to  feed  the  crop. 

4.  Prepare  the  seed  bed  perfectly  by  plowing  well  and  harrowing  very 
fine. 

6.  Use  plants  from  the  best  strain  of  seed  that  can  be  had. 

8-  Use  re-rooted  plants  to  get  a perfect  stand  of  strong  plants. 

7.  Hoe  and  cultivate  to  keep  the  soil  in  fine  condition. 

8.  Spray  to  head  off  the  enemies  that  may  attack  the  crop. 

Use  all  of  these  means  and  success  is  certain 

We  set  no  cabbage  or  celery  plants  but  re-rooted  ones  and  no  tomato 
plants  but  re-rooted  or  potted  ones.

In  sections  where  cabbage  and  cauliflower  are  ralsd  In  large  quantities 
year  after  year,  different  diseases  and  insects  appear. 

We  are  in  a grain  and  hay  farming  section. 

No  large  fields  of  truck  are  raised  In  this  section 

But.  to  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease  of  any  kind,  we  have  moved 
to  new  farms  or  tracts  of  land  sixteen  times  in  28  years. 

We  thus  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease. 

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seed,  raising  the  plants 
year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all  of  the  other  things 
that  make  plants  cheap. 

But  we  do  not  think  the  people  want  cheap  plants. 

We  think  they  want  the  best  plants  that  can  be  raised  to  we  go  to 
every  expense  to  make  them  the  oest. 

When  plants  are  offered  cheap  it  can  be  known  that  they  are  like  a 
cheap  horse  or  a cheap  suit  of  clothes,  they  may  look  pretty  good,  but 
there  is  something  the  matter  with  them. 

They  cannot  be  raised  cheap  if  every  precaution  is  taken  with  them  so 
they  will  produce  a big  crop  and  not  got  diseased. 


COPENHAGEN  MARKET 

Ontario  County.  New  York,  is  probably  the  largest  producer  of  cabbage 
of  any  county  in  the  United  States,  just  as  Aroogtoog  County  Maine  is  the 
largest  producer  of  W hite  potatoes;  and  Accomac  County.  Virginia  is  the 
largest  producer  of  sweet  potatoes. 

Almost  every  Calmer  is  a grower  of  cabbage. 

Thousands  of  carloads  of  cabbage  are  shipped  out  of  the  county  each 
year!. 

They  have  a County  Organization  that  tests  strains  of  seed  for  product- 
ion.

We  have  made  a specialty  of  Danish  Bsllhead  Cabbage  plants  for  20 
years,  and  of  testing  the  seed. 

When  we  have  a field  of  cabbage  growing  and  30  or  40  strains  in 
the  field,  we  can,  of  course,  when  it  is  headed  up,  tell  the  heavy  producing 
strains  by  careful  examination  of  the  different  rows,  but  we  do  not  rely 
on  in  spection  to  find  the  very  heaviest. 

We  take  a set  of  scales  to  the  field  and  weigh  the  cabbage  in  each  ro-w. 

We  are  so  sure  that  we  have  the  best  strain  that  we  will  sell  any 
customer  one  pound  or  more  of  the  seed  and  at  the  end  of  the  season,  if 
he  does  not  have  a bigger  crop  than  his  neighbor,  or  if  he  is  not  satisfied 
that  the  seed  we  sold  him  is  the  best  there  is  we  will  refund  % of  his 
money. 

All  he  has  to  say  “The  seed  was  not  satisfactory  ” 

No  reason  need  be  given. 

We  could  not  sell  seed  this  way  unless  we  were  euro  our  customers 
cannot  get  any  seed  that  will  produce  as  big  crops  as  ours.

We  ship  mostly  by  Parcels  Post  unless  plants  are  ordered  sent  by 
express. 

Perhaps  two-thirds  of  our  customers  for  plants  live  within  the  first 
and  second  postal  zones,  making  the  postal  charges  low. 

The  first  and  second  zones,  from  Chester  include  all  of  New  Jersey,  all 
of  Delaware,  all  of  Connecticut  (except  the  northeast  corner),  two-thirds 
of  the  Post  Offices  of  Penna.,  more  than  half  of  the  offices  of  New  York 
State,  a considerable  portion  of  those  in  Mass.,  R.  I.,  and  Md.,  and  some 
in  Vermont  and  Virginia. 

We  can  send  postage  “collect”  same  as  express  “collect.”

PEACH  BASKETS 

We  use  for  shipping  our  plants  a stapled  16-quart  peach  basket,  which 
is  the  strongest  basket  of  its  kind  made. 

Ordinary  peach  baskets  are  made  with  one  single  clinched  nail  in 
each  stave  at  the  top  hoop,  one  %-in.  single  pointed  nail  in  each  stave  at 
the  bottom,  and  one  single  pointed  nail  in  every  other  stave  at  the  middle 
hoop,  making  15  clinched  nails  to  hold  the  basket  together,  end  10  straight 
points  to  hold  the  bottom  in. 

The  baskets  we  use  and  which  wo  have  made  at  the  factory  have  two 
double  pointed  clinched  staples  in  each  stave  at  the  top  hoop,  two  double 
pointed  clinched  staples  in  each  stave  at  the  middle  hoop  end  two  double 
pointed  %-in.  staples  in  each  stave  to  hold  the  bottom  in,  making  80 
clinched  points  to  hold  the  top  together  against  16  in  the  ordinary  basket, 
and  40  %-in.  points  to  hold  the  bottom  in  against  10  in  the  ordinary 

basket. 

This  makes  a basket  that  cannot  easily  be  torn  apart. 

They  make  fine  truck  baskets  and  stand  a great  deal  of  hard  use  of  any 
kind. 

We  ship  them  to  our  customers  by  Parcels  Post,  Express  or  Freight 
at  the  following  prices.
